The appellate court remanded the matter to Fiss, who has 
ordered a hearing before the Board of Fire and Police Commis- 
sioners. Rosenburg was reprimanded for. allegedly refusing to 
follow an order to arrest an individual.

Frequently parents will contact this office and in- 
dicate that their child has been hurt at school. They 
wonder if the school district is liable for injuries sus- 
tained by the child during normal school hours. The 
answer--to—this—question depends -upon the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the,accident. 


Teachers, school officials and school districts 
generally will be held liable for personal injuries sus- 
tained by students during school activities only if 
there is willful and wanton: misconduct. Willful and 
wanton misconduct is that act intentionally done or 
that act. taken in reckless distegard of the conse- 
quences. When teachers are exercising disciplinary 
and supervisory authority, they will not be subject to 
ordinary negligence actions. 


In one recent case, a fourth grader was in a school 
gymnasium with the rest of his class practicing for a 
{Christmas program. The class was jismissed from 
the gym: and told to return to the classroom. The 
fourth grade teacher told the pupils to get a drink, go 
tothe restroom, and then return to their seats in the 
classroom. The teacher stood in an area between the 
classroom and the restrooms to watch the children in 





both directions. One boy, who was among the first to 
return to the classroom, tripped and was hit in the 
eye with another student's pencil. The boy eventually 
lost sight in his eye. 


The boy brought sult against the teacher and the 
school district alleging willful and wanton mis¢on- 
duct in connection with his injury. The jury returned a 
verdict in favor of the school district and the teacher. 
The plaintiff then took the case on appeal. 


The Appellate Court noted that the plaintiff was un- 
supervised in the classroom for a period of five to ten 
minutes because the teacher was in the hallway. In 
this case, the fourth grade teacher was standing 15 
to 20 feet outside the classroom door watching as 
best she could both the children in the classroom and 
those getting water and using the restrooms. The Ap- 
pellate Court felt that-she could not be in both places. 
at once and that she.was merely following her normal 
course of conduct. The Court noted that there was no 
evidence. of willful and wanton misconduct on the 
part.of the defendants since the teacher cannot be 
expected to supervise each and every child at all 
times while in school. 


Harrison to recommend 
circuit judge replacement

Supreme Court Justice Moses 
Harrison will recommend a 
replacement for Circuit Judge 
James K. Donovan to the full 
Illinois Supreme Court, a court 
official said Monday. 

Donovan, an 11-year veteran of 
the bench in the 20th Judicial 
Circuit, recently- announced he 
would not seek to be retained to 
the position in the Nov. 8 elec- 
tion. He plans to return’ to pri- 
vate practice in Belleville. 

John Madigan, public informa- 
tion officer for the Illinois 
Supreme _Court,- said the 
Supreme Court ultimately will 
make the decision on a_replace- 
ment: for Donovan. However, 
major input on the seat comes 
from Harrison of Caseyville, the 
justice from this area. 

“Anyone can let Harrison 
know they’re interested in the 
seat and he'll make recommen- 
dations,” Madigan said. 

The speed at which the 
replacement is recommended 
depends on the urgency 
expressed by the chief judge of 
the circuit, he added. 

Chief Judge Stephen M. Ker- 
nan said he already had contact- 
ed Harrison about the opening 


and expressed thé importance of 
filling the position quickly. bal 

The loss of Donovan has the 
district down three judges, he 
said. Two other circuit judges 
—Patrick Fleming and William 
Starnes — already had 
announced their retirements 
before Donovan. 

“I’m told I have done all I 
need to do,” Kernan said. ‘‘As a 

—practical_ trial matter, we're 
short three judges. I’ve asked 
them to fill it as soon as possi- 

le.”” . 

Although Fleming and Starnes 
will officially remain in their 
seats until December, Kernan 
said the two cannot begin new 
trials" because civil cases take 
longer to resolve than the time 
they have left on the bench. 

Donovan’s. criminal court 
docket already has been turned 
over to Associate Judge Jan V. 
Fiss, who is running unopposed 
for one of the circuit judgeships 
being vacated by Fleming and 
Starnes. 

Belleville attorney Lloyd Cueto 
of the firm of Cueto, Cueto and 
Cueto, is running unopposed for 
the second circuit judgeship in 
the 20th Judicial Circuit in 
November. 

Fiss’ move from associate to 
circuit judge also will leave an 


opening for a new associate 
judge. Kernan said advertis:
